Origin of the Fire 

The origin of the fire was in the east endof 
the elevator, a gas plug blowing out when 
John Smith, the night watchman, went into a 
room on the ground floor to turn out the 
gas for the night. He carried a lantern 
and the escaping gas is supposed to have 
been ignited by the fame. An éxplosion fol- 
lowed, and Watchman Smith had a narrow 
escape from death. He was burned about 
the hands, though not seriously.

A Spanish 
doctor rushed to his aid with a stretcher, 
and two hospital corps men administered the

Result of the Inquiry. 


I obtained accurate information of 200 
fever patients, of which number 90 per cent 
were well marked typhoid fever, the balance 
malaria and the result of sunstroke.

Brooke’s command, with headquarters at 
Guayama, I found about 145 additional cases. 
However, in that locality malaria seemed

different hospitals belonging to elther of 

these regiments suffered from typical ty- 
phoid fever, and what attracted my atten- 
tion was that the disease appeared to be 
of a more serious type than most of the men 
belonging to other regiments. The locality 
from which these regiments came when en- 
camped at Chickamauga must have been 
badly infected. 

As the result of my investigation I re- 
parted to Colonel Greenleaf the number of 
cases found and that in my opinion the dis- 
ease was contracted in every instance before 
leaving the camps in the United States. In 
view of the fact that most of the cases came

Camp Wikoff, Montauk Point, L. I., Aug. 
20.—{Special.}—Colonel Forwood, the chief 
medical officer on land, and his assistants, 
as well as Howard Townsend of the Red 
Cross society, have been busy today fitting 
up hospital accommodation for

Every team that could be secured was 
pressed into service today to tarry tents 
and hospital equipment from the railroad 
trains to the hospital grounds.

Had there been room all the sick on the 
Seneca and Comanche would have been 
landed last night. 

To add to the seriousness of the situation 
as far as the hospital accommodation is con- 
cerned, Colonel Forwood has received word 
that the Catania ie on its way here with 
100 sick, while the hospital ship Olivette is 
on its way with 200 more sick soldiers. 

The well men from the three transports 
now here will be sent to the detention hos- 
pital to stay the usual time. They take the 
place of the Rough Riders and those com- 
panies of the Seventy-firat New York 
Volunteers who were released from deten- 
tion yesterday. The Seneca has on board 
416 men of the Fourth Infantry under Major 
Baker, and the Comanche has 488 men of 
the Twenty-fifth Infantry with Brigadier 
General McKibbin.

Illinois soldiers arriving at Mon Point 
from Cuba and Porto Rico have n re- 
duested by THe TRIBUNE to send by tele- 
graph an account of their experiences. Many 
are too ill to write, but replies have been 
received from a number. : 

Victim of Malarial Fever. 

In Hospital, Brooklyn, N. Y., Aug. 20.— 
“Wer is hell.“ Never before did Shere 
man's oft-quoted expression have the mean- 
ing to me that it has now, while I sit here 
and mutter to myself, This is my own, my 
native land.“ 

The story of the Sixth Illinois, commanded 
by Colonel Jack Foster of Chicago, can be 
told in a few words and yet the experiences 
of the men will be a subject of conversa- 
tlon for years to come. The regiment was 
divided at Charleston and assigned to four 
different transports. The main body landed 
at Guanica, Porto Rico, July 25, with Gen- 
eral Miles, having been sixteen days on the 
water. Company G of, Dixon did most of 
the fighting at that place in the skirmish 
which occurred the following morning. 

This was all the actual fighting the regi- 
ment took part in, although General Henry’s 
command, including the Sixth, would prob- 
ably have seen battle soon had not the news 
of peace come when it did. Bullets do not 
scare soldiers though, and at the mention 
of a skirmish men laugh and joke, but when 
marches are so long and fatiguing that men 
die while walking, which more than one to 
my knowledge did; when starvation is. star- 
ing one in the face, and, worst of all, malaria 
and typhoid fevers have their bony fingers 
pointed at him, and he knows that medicine 
| chests are empty, it is then that he weakens 
and grows sick at heart; but Illinois boys 
can stand all the hardships that any other 
troops can, but, like others, many a fine fel- 
low went to his bed never to arise. Praise 
cannot be used too freely to describe the fine 
work being done by the Red Cress soolety 
and, dy the hospital ships, especially the 
Relief, on which I came from Ponce, in com- 
pany with three comrades, Lieutenants Rob- 
bins, Dayton, and Sherman.

GROWING TRADE WITH CHINA. 


Increase in the Exportation of Ameri- 
can Products to the Orient, with 
the Exception of Cotton. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 20.—[Special. 
Successful invasion of Chinese markets by 
the United States is illustrated by some fig- 
ures just prepared by the Bureau of Statis- 
tics, showing that exports to that market 
have of late increased much more rapidly 
than those of other parts of the world. | 
The heavy falling off in kmports of certain 
lines of goods into China during last year 
has not Been as seriously felt by the United 
States as by other nations with which wé 
come in competition. An examination of 
exports to China during the fiscal year just 
ended shows a marked increase in large 
numbers of articles, and that the reduction 
in cotton goods, which has caused the 
slight decrease in the total, is much less 


~ 


in supplying the cotton goods market of that 


country. 

While our total to China during the 
year just ended off less than $2,000,000, 
the fall in cotton goods aloné was $2,250,000, 
thus showing that the decrease in this class 
of exports was responsible for the reduction 
in the total. The recent-reports on the 
trade of China, published by the Inspector

CALLS CAPTAIN MEREU AA LIAR. 


L. P. Sigshee, Brother of the Maine’s 
Crmmander, Denounces Statements 
ot a Spanish Officer as False. 


L. P. Sigsbes of Chicago, a brother of 
Captain Sigsbee of the wrecked battleship 
Maine, read with indignation yesterday 
the interviews with Captain Mereu of the 
Spanish cruiser Cristobal Colon, given out 
in New York just before the Spanish com- 
mander sailed for home, and reflecting upon 
the actions of the Captain and officersof the 
Maine at Havana. Mr. Sigsbee, who has 
been the guest of his brother on the auxiliary 
cruiser St. Paul for a time this summer, 
and who also spent some time on the Maine 
last year, said regarding the Mereu inter- 


view: 

It ie unfortunate that Captain Mereu 
left the United States so quickly after mak- 
ing the statements that he did, otherwise 
his nose would have been twisted from his 
face Among other things he said that my 
brother shed tears in the cabin of Captain 
Bulate of the Vizcaya when that vessel 


visited Havana soon after the blowing up of 


the Maine, declaring at the same time that 
his career in life was ended. He also made 
the statement, which appears in the in- 
terview, that the officers of the Maine were 
Grinking champagne on shore while the 
Spaniards were rescuing the seamen from 
the Maine. 

“When Captain Mereu says my brother 
had tears in his eyes, other than for the loss 
of his men, he lies. When he says the offi- 
cers of the Maine were ashore drinking 
champagne on the night in question he lics 
again. Nothing that my brother has said 
or written indicated that the Spanish blew 
up his vessel. In his testimony befote the 
Senate committee he stated only that the 
Maine, in his belief, was blown up by an 
outside agency.

IRELAND SAYS THE 
CHURCH IS NOT A 
FACTOR IN THE WAR. 


American Catholicism, He Declares, 
Will Be Benefited by the Terri- 
torial Changes Wrought by the 

Victory Over Spain. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 20.—Archbishop 
Ireland, who hag been in the city for several 
days; left tonight. During his stay he has 
had several conferences with President Mc- 
Kinley, with whom his relations are of the 
most cordial character. The Archbishop has 
declizied to discuss the significance of his 
calls upon the President, but it has been gen- 
erally understood that he was acting in the 
interest of the Catholic — as to tts 

rotection in our new possessions, 
971 Ireland dismisses as without 
foundation the statements that church mat- 
ters are liable to cause dissensions, To the 
Associated Press tonight he made the atate- 
ments which follow: 

“The church question in our new posses- 
sions offers no difficulty whatever. Two 
principles are already settled by the con- 
stitution and laws of America. There will 
be no union of church and state, such as 
exist in certain Catholic countries of Europe. 
There will be complete protection of all prop- 
erties and of all persons with such prin- 
ciples. Catholics in the United States are 
satisfied, and Catholics in our new posses- 
sions will be satisfied. 

“The so-called church question need not 
be considered by military or peace commis- 
sions. It is fully regulated the moment the 
flag of this country is raised over a territory. 
The people of our new possessions under- 


„stand, I am sure, this matter and will loyally 


accept the situation. 
“It may not be easy for them at first to 
themselves in all cases to this situa- 
tion, but the embarrassments felt will be 
temporary. The people will soon realize 
that it is their duty to support religion by 
voluntary and personal contributions. In 
the greater number of parishes, moreover, 
church properties yield ample revenue to 
meet all expenses. The church everywhere 
“tn our new possessions is thoroughly organ- 
ized; it wears no missionary or experimen 
aspect; but has the full form and the fu 
strength of complete organization, and is 
well prepared to care for all its interests 
without the help of state or charitable aid 
It demands no favor, no privilege—naught 
but liberty and the legal protection of the 
natural and civil rights of its members. 
Certain people who talk of those terri- 
tories as fields for missionary efforts from 
the United States do not know what they 
are talking about. They might with as much 
sense organize missions for the conversion 
of the Catholics of Washington as for the 
conversion of the Catholics of Santiago, 
Havana, or San Juan—and their labors would 
have as much prospect of success in Wash- 
ington as in those cities of Cuba or Porto 
Rico. Tho separation of the countries of 
South America froth Spain and Portugal 
brought no change of religion, nor will the 
separation of Cuba and Porto Rico from 
Spain bring any. 
„Indeed, the Catholic will flourish 
better in Cuba and Porto than in other 
territories formerly colonies of Spain, be- 
cause in Cuba and Porto Rico there will be 
for it the liberty and the stability of order 
which our flag guarantees. ; 
“Cuba and Porto Rico form an ecclesi- 
astical province, with the Archbishop of 
Santiago as Metropolitan, and Suffragan 
Bishope at San Juan and Havana. This 
province will take its place in the American 
hierarchy, just as do the province of Balti- 
more or that of St. Paul, making the fif- 
teenth ecclesiastical province in the United 
Staites, and bringing to our Catholic popu- 
lation an addition of 2,500,000, not to talk 
of islands in the Pacific. So, whatever else 
will come to America from the late war, 
considerable increase of numbers and power 
will come from it to the Catholic church. 
“As a-Catholic I am satisfied with the 
way things have been going—and, as an 


American, I am, of course, thoroughly satis-

LOW ASSESSMENT A MENACE. 


The constantly assessments in 
Cook County, culminating this year ina fall- 
| ing off of over $17,000,000 from the low as- 
sessment of 1897, has called public attention 
sharply to the fact that the Legislature in 
special session last winter passed a new 
revenue law designed to correct not only 
this evil, but the still more serious one of 
favoritiam, or worse, in the mak! of a 
sessments,.whereby some property is tax 
at more than its proper value, and other at 
much less, or escapes taxation altogether, 

The new law, however, can be of but little 
service unless the right kind of men are 
chosen to execute it, and it is for this rea- 
son that the coming county election is con- 
sidered so important. New officials, created 
by this new law, are to be elected, and it 
will be their duty to put the law into er- 
ecution for the first time. It is argued on 
every hand that the precedent they shall es- 
tablish will have much to do with the man- 
ner in which their office will be fulfilled by 
their successors, 


Power of Board of Review. 


Although it is held to be desirable to élect 
proper men on the Board of Assessors, as for 
all other offices, yet the right or wrong ex- 
ecution of the law depends entirely on the 
makeup of the Board of Review. This body 
will have final and absolute control over the 
jevying of the assessment for the whole 
county. Its members are to be elected for 
fix years, and the board is to be continu- 
ously in session. Not only can it equalize 
when they are disproportionate, 

ut it can add to or take away from individ- 
mal assessments or the assessments of a 

ard, town, or the entire city or county, if it 
sees fit. It can act on its own motion and the 
only Umitation on its powers is that it can- 

ot make changes without giving the people 
interested a hearing. Its findings are prac- 
fically final, as the limitations on the right 
of appeal from its decisions are numerous. 

In short, after the Board of Assessors gets 
throvgh with its work the Board of Review 
can step in, if it wishés, and make an entirely 
different assessment. It is not bound to re- 
strict itself to the totals of the Assessora, 
but can increase or decrease the assessment 
of the entire locality as well as that of the 
individual, regardless of what the former 

res may have been. 
ith the right kind of men elected to com- 
| this all-powerful board the new law can 
made the success its framers hoped it 
would prove and the taxpayers of the city 
may get the relief they sought and for which 
a costly special session of the Legislature 
was called. With the wrong kind 6f men 
is bound a failure and 
even worse vehicle for corruption, 
blackmail, and tax-dodging the one it 
supersedes.

Settlement in Prospect. 


Incidentally I have what I consider 
reason to believe that the 
tween the People's Gas company and the 
Indiana Natural Gas company is much 
nearer to the announcement of amicable 
settlement than is recognized in Wall street. 
When such settlement does come, if general 
stock market conditions are right, People’s 
Gas shares are likely to make a rapid rise 
of a dozen points or more.

It might 
under pressure drop a few points, but I 
know personally of orders to buy tens of 
thousands of shares near going quotations. 
And these buying orders come directly from 
insiders. 

Investors are able to borrow money on 
long time for 8 per cent, which money can 
be put into safe securities yielding two and 
three times that interest charge. Such a 
situation cannot, of course, result in any- 
thing else than an extraordinarily active 
stock market. 

Another factor in the situation—and an ex- 
ceptionally: important one—appears in the 
fact that Wall street is practically bare of 
stocks. American securities used largely to 
be held in Wall street brokers’ and bankers’ 
offices. All that has been changed. One of 
the effects of recent years of hard times has 
been to cut down the speculative holding of 
stocks and bonds and to increase outright 
ownership.. Thus it has come to pass that 
throughout the country investors have been 
buying and taking away from Wall street 
the stocks in which they formerly traded on 
margin. This shows in the fact that as soon 
as Wall street traders begin to sell and ham- 
mer any important railway stock they run 
up against the scarcity of actual certificates. 


Northern and Union Pacific. 


It has been to the advantage of the mar- 
ket that recent leaders in activity and 
strength have been chiefly of the highest 
class of the standard railway stocks. But 
St. Paul and Burlington ought to be now 
pretty nearly up to the market value, war- 
ranted by what they immediately will re- 
turn to their owners, though it is altogether 
probable that in the present Wall street 
temper the quotations for such stocks can 
be -lifted still.much further. In all prob- 
ability, however, we are likely soon to see 
shifting from stocks above par to those 
that are ranging from 50 to 80. The Pacifics 
seem especially to have a prospect for ac- 
tivity, and both Northern and Union Pac'tfic 
shares must in a fair market advance sub- 
stantially. Both, have been reorganized in 
a most thorough-going way. 

Former fixed charges have been cut in 
two. In the Northern Pacific there used to 
be an interest charge of over $2,500 per mile, 
The new company’s fixed charges per mile 
amount to but $1,350. The old company, in 
its fiscal year of 1895-906, earned gross $19,- 
800,000, and net $7,775,000. Its fixed charges 
aggregated over $11,300,000, and the result 
of the year’s business was a depressing 
deficit of $3,182,000. Contrast with this the 
eleven months operation of the new North- 
ern Pacific (only eleven months of the fiscal 
year being yet announced), and the record 
is encouraging. Net earnings have in- 
creased over $3,000,000, while fixed charges 
are so far reduced that instead of the old 
company’s deficit of over $3,000,000 there is 
an actual eurplus shown,for the eleven 
months beyond $4,468,000. This means not 
only that dividends are earned upon the 
new Northern Pacific preferred stock, but 
it assures dividends for Northern Pacifico | 
common. 

Indeed, I can state upon authority equal to 
the highest in the affairs of the Northern 
Pacific company, that it has already been 
officially determined to make Northern Pa- 
cific common a dividend payer. If present 
confident sentiment continues in Wall street 
we shall see Northern Pacific common up 
around 50 or higher this fall, and with the 
preferred shares approaching par. 

In Union Pacific there is a prospect as 
bright as in Northern Pacific, though it 
may be that Union Pacific will be a trifle 
slower in getting its market swing. 


New Chicago Deal.

Time passed, and yet no information could 
be secured from official sources, so the peo- 
ple commenced guessing, and with the aid 
of the local papers fixed Tuesday, the 9th, 
as the day for the event. Finally the gov- 
ernment was prevailed upon to give some 
information, and it was announced that Fri- 
day, the 12th, would see the flag raised. In 
the meantime the people became passive, 
and it is doubtful, in the light of recent de- 
velopments, if the hoisting of Old Glory 
will be the enthusiastic success it was ex- 
pected to be.

Minister Cooper said that the arrange- 
ments to be carried out were entirely of an 
official nature and that there would be no 
additions to the program allowed in the 
shape of literary exercises, singing, etc. 

This information did not have a tendency 
to please the representatives of the annex- 
ation party,

“Whereas, By memorial the people of 
Hawall have protested against the consum- 
mation of any invasion of their politica) 
rights, and have frequently appealed to the 
President, Congress, and the people of the 
United States to refrain from further par- 
ticipation in the wrongful annexation of 
Hawall; and, 

“Whereas, The declaration of American 
independence expresses that governments 
derive their just powers from the consent of 
the governed; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That as the representatives of 
Hawalians, we 
solemnly protests against annexation in the 
manner proposed, and without reference to 
or obtaining the consent of the people of the 
Hawalian Islands, and 

„Resolved, That a copy of these resolu- 
tions, with an English translation, be for- 
warded to Sanford B. Dole, President of the 
Republic of Hawali, and to the agents repre- 
senting William McKinley, President of the 
United States, at Honolulu.” "

STEAMBOAT MAIA IS LAUNCHED. 


New Vessel Built in Chicago for the 
Ore Carrying Fleet to Be 
Ready on Sept. 1. 


The Maia, a 6,000 ton steel boat, was 
launched by the Chicago Shipbuilding com- 
pany into the Calumet River yesterday 
afternoon. The vessel will be ready for 
service on Sept. 1, and will joint the fleet of 
the Minnesota Steamship company, the lake 
transportation end of the big Minnesota 
Iron company. 

The Maia is 876 feet keel, 800 feet over all, 
48 feet beam, and 20 feet deep. It is the 

y-third boat built by the Chicago Ship- 
uflding company. All are in active service, 
The fleet will carry 150,000 tons in a single 
trip.

gh wg Proves to Be a Drawing 
Card and the Finishes Are Exciting, 
but the Sport Is Marred by a Job in 
the Stake Race—Ailyar Wins from 
Espoinage—Proverb First Over the 
Jumps—Another Saratoga Stake Is 
Won by Matanza.

tracks in several years, was probably the 
attractive feature for a great many of the 
spectators, who, as is usual on Saturdays, 
represented a large element not seen at the 
tracks on any other day of the week. The 
steeplechase was fifth on the program and 
brought six to the post, Edward Corrigan's 
entry, Sam Tate, being scratched. It re- 
sulted in an easy victory for John Call's 
old gelding Proverb, but the race was in- 
teresting, nevertheless, and especially sur- 
prising in that all of the six starters, save 
one, Jersey Lad, completed the entire jour- 
ney and cleared all the jumps. Most of the 
way the five were close together and it ap- 
peared to be anybody’s race. 

The Morton Park Stakes, for 2-year-oldg, 
had six starters. The race on paper ap- 
peared to be almost at the mercy of Louis 
Ezell’s high class filly Espionage, who, al- 
though outclassing all those opposed to her, 
was in receipt of weight from both Boney 
Boy and Ailyar and was conceding little to 
any of the others. Nevertheless the betting 
took a curious turn soon after the odds 
were posted and Esplonage's price, which 
opened at 4 to 5, steadily advanced until it 
finally landed at 8 to 5 at the post, while 
Ailyar, cpening at 3 to 1, was gradually 
marked down until at post time 6to 5 was 
the best obtainable against Dunne’s colt. 
This unexpected turn in the betting caused 
much comment and shaking of heads. When 
the horses approached the post Allyar, who 
was the last to reach the starting point, was 
sent toward the barrier with a rush by Mar- 
tin. Up flew the obstruction, the other boys 
wheeled into line as well as they could and 
the race was on, with Ailyar three lengths 
in front of any of the others and going at 
full speed and Boney Boy practically left.

FIRE AT HOT SPRINGS 
COSTS THREE LIVES 
AND INJURES MANY. 


National Hotel Burns at an Early 
Hour and the Quests Have Nar- 
row Escapes—Property Loss 

Nearly Half a Million. 


Hot Springs, Ark., Aug. 20.-[Spectal.]— 


In a fire in Hot Springs at 2 o'clock this 
morning three lives were lost and a score of 
people more or less injured. The loss of 
property will aggregate about $425,000,

Writer of Letter Handed Over te Chief 
of Secret Service Wilkie, Though 
He Couched His Request in Most II- 
literate Language, Betray» Consid~ 
erable Technical Knowledge—He 
Claims to Belong in Pensilvanie,” 
and to Be an Old Soldier. 


Washington, C., Aug. 20.—[Special.]— 
Chief Wilkie of * secret service received a 

etter today, which was sent to a New York 
Uthographer, whose services the writer de- 
sired so as to secure exact imitations of 
United States currency. Mr. Wilkie regards 
the letter more as a curiosity than ag 
¢lew which might lead to the detection 
the would-be counterfeiter. 
In the letter the writer shows an astonish- 
ing disregard of the correct use of the Eng- 
ish language, and lays much stress upon the 
necessity of secrecy as essential to the suc- 
Hess of his plans. Chief Wilkie's men are 
investigating the case and are proceeding 
#pon the hypothesis that the individual who 
wants to get rich in a moment is a man of 
intelligence, who does not know how to dis- 
guise his knowledge of the subject matter of 
his communication to the New York firm. 
The letter reads: | 

““ Jentlemen—I am from the state of Pen- 
filvania.

Available Assets Do Not Exceed 


Fifty Dollars.

PEKA, Kas, Aug. 20.—The Rev. John 

D. Knox, the famous ex-millionaife 
banker of Topeka, has gone into the 
bankruptcy court, asking relief from 

his mountain of debts. His debts ag- 
gregate over $500,000. His assets, within 
reach of creditors, do not exceed $50. The 
assets represent his equity in a couple of 
town lots on the cutskirts of Topeka. ‘ 
Knox's figencial and religious career in 
Kansas, his failure and subsequent trial

Generally patients have been able to stand 
this heat for an hour at a time and for one 
treatment a day. There is no medicine 
prescribed and the air inside the metal bar- 
rel is not medicated. In the smaller ma- 
chines into which the arm and leg are thrust, 
a temperature of 360 degrees is easily en- 
dured. The effect of the heat is the simple 
one of raising the temperature of the blood 
from one to five degrees, accelerating the 
circulation, and increasing the action of the 
secretory organs. Nature does the rest after 
the attendant has turned on the gas. The 
cure is made permanent by observing better 
hygienic conditions and more suitable diets. 

At noon yesterday a score of people were 
waiting their turn to thrust their bodies or 
their arms or legs into one of the hot metal 
barrels in the County Hospital annex.

THE PARTITION OF HA. 
There appears in the August number of 


zine, the Contemporary Review, a signifi- 
caut leading article on the future of Great 
Britain in China, It assumes without a 
question that Great Britain, Russia, Ger- 
many, and France are going to partition 
China among themselves in the near future, 
Russia seizing an enormoys slice from the 
northern provinces on beth sides of the 
great wall and extending east to, the 
Pacific. The writer concedes that Eng- 
land is unable té prevent this, but holds 
that it will still insist on the open door 
in all treaty ports, and will then devote 
itself to holding, as its share, the great 
Yang-tse Valley, comprising about three- 
sevenths of China proper and nearly halt 
its population, or about ,000,000 of 
Chinese. He bases this statement on the 
recent action of the Salisbury Ministry in 
announcing an understanding with the 
Chinese amounting in practice to a British 
protectorate over the region just described. 

The British writer accepts it as a cardinal 
fact in the situation that his nation is now 
in a place where it must either draw back 
with shame and confusion or stand com- 
mitted to the ruling of a future empire 
in China. He takes it for granted that 
there will be no drawing back, and then 
he traces the probable course of events 
in the great central portion of China which 
will come under British control. 

The conquest of the great Yang-tse Val- 
ley the writer looks upon as a simple task. 
He gives a keen critical account of the 
Chinese mind and its utter lack of patriot- 
ism and of military power for self-defense. 


of the Chinese chaygcter render the nation 
inert before foreign aggression. The sol- 
diers of one province would as soon fight 
against their countrymen of a neighbor- 
ing province as against a foreign foe. The 
mandarins of the various provinces run 
the whole empire, and the so-called Em- 
peror at Peking is of no account because 
of the lack of centralizing motives or in- 
fluence among the various provinces. It 
the Peking government can survive for 
another ten years, and if the British in that 
time build railways all over the empire, it 
will be likely to survive permanently, and 
the Contemporary says it will be the policy 
of the British government to uphold the 
empire through that period, holding it mean- 
time under British contro] and educating 
the mandarins and the Chinese people up 
to civilized standards of government. 
From personal observation on Chinese 
soil the author of this anonymous but im- 
portant article announces the conviction 
that an internal uprising of widespread 
dimensions is imminent in China, which 
will break out whenever the rice crop fails 
again, He says the viceroys are profound 
ly dissatisfied and that most of them would 
transfer their allegiance to Great Britain 
with only a nominal show of resistance. 
He says it would need only a strong flotilla 
of. gunboats and small river craft, with 
transports carrying a few brigades of red- 
coats, to secure control along the whole. 
of the Yang-tse and far up its tributaries. 
It would scarcely be necessary to fire a 
4 shot. The promise of suitable emoluments 
and strong support from the British gov- 
) ernment would be all that would be neces- 
sary to carry the Chinese mandarins over, 
and with them would come the richest 
| region of all China, containing 800,000 
square miles and running 1,500 miles along 
the t river to the west from the ocean 
and or 600 miles north and south. 
Great Britain would supplant only the 
Peking authorities at first and collect the 
“likin” or tariff duties. With the use 
of the magnificent Yang-tse River system 
and of the good roads that would soon follow 
‘British occupation, the British position 
would be secure against all Russian or 
French aggression within its new “ sphere 
of influence.” 

This is what the writer predicts will be 
the course of history in the near future. : 
He does not advocate it, but rather holds 
it to be inevitable. Then he looks still 
further into the future, and what he sees 
| there is an industrial danger almost worse 
than the Hastern question itself. It is 
nothing less than the undermining and ruin- 
ing of the industries of Europe by means 
of Chinese cheap labor under the direc- 
tion of Duropean skill and supervision. 

This effect, the writer believes, will not 
come in the first few years after the parti- 
tion of China among the European powers, 


that. The first effect will be to send large | 


China. Dach of these will become a school- 
master to the native Chinamen, who are in- 
telligent and industrious and who will work 
all day for the smallest wages in the 
world. The course of things is already seen 
in the open ports, where the Chinese build- 
ing contractors have driven out the u- 
ropeans who taught them to build. A China- 
man will keep a wife and bring up a 
family on 8 cents ay. Now, start cot- 
ton mills, furnaces, and factories of al] 
kinds in China, put them under European 
supervision, and let them turn out articles 
of skilled ‘labor for all nations. The re- 
sult is likely to be appalling for the work- 
ingmen in the rest of the world, who do 
not live on 8 cents a day. Great Britain 
is emphatically a maritime and trading 
nation and it will see to the distributing 
of these cheap manufactures over the rest 
of the earth's surface, England and Ameri- 
ea included. 

The United States is as vitally interested 
in this matter as is Europe. China is full of 
coal, copper, fron, and wood, and it can grow 
cotton and wool as well and as freely as 
America can. Will not this solution of the 
Eastern problem bring to us a more startling 
problem than any in the past? Whatever 
the course of Asiatic history may be in 
the near future, it begins to be more ap- 
parent than ever before that we are bound: 
to be awake and on hand to guard our 
zorn interests as regards Asia. We can 
never do this unless we keep the Philippine 
Islands.

CHOATE’S DEFENSE or JURIES. 
Joseph H. Choate of New York gave new 
evidence of his powers as a speaker and 
thinker when he addressed the American 
Bar association at Saratoga on Wednesday 
in defense of that bulwark of personal 
liberties, the trial by jury. Mr. Choate 
has no use for the meddling philosophegs 
who would do away with jury trial, or 
who would tamper with it by grafting upon 
it some nostrum of theirown. He believes 
the American jury system cannot be im- 
proved save by improving the intelligence 
and character of the American people, and 
he gave the reasons for his faith to the 
assembled lawyers at Saratoga in convinc- 
ing style. | 
The boldness of Mr. Choate’s forensic 
methods is well illustrated in the way he 
goes at this subject. He does not begin 
with gentle arguments and work persuasive- 


ly up to a glowing climax. He begins by 


knocking down his opponents with a club 


‘and then convincing them afterward. In 


other words, he starts by citing the Zola 
trial as an instance of the tyranny inherent 
in any other system of trial. Mr. Choate 
is right when he says this flagrant event, so 
shocking to our sense of justice, has done 
more than whole volumes of argument to 
strengthen and perpetuate our faith in our 
wholly different system of procedure for 
the ascertainment of facts on which life, 
liberty, and property are to be brought in 
judgment.” This notorious failure of the 
French methods of judicial procedure has 
at least had the good effect of silencing 
for a time the detractors of the jury 
system. 

Having thus summarily laid the 8 
tion prostrate at his feet, Mr. Choate pro- 
ceeds to set his heel gently on the neck 
of the foe and to discuss lucidly the various 
objections that are alleged against trial by 
jury. First he pays his respects to the 
common complaint against the rule of una- 
nimity—the rule that all twelve jurors must 
agree in order to render a verdict. He 
finds that the difficulties arising out of this 
rule are much exaggerated. An examina- 
tion of such statistics as Mr. Choate was 
able to get at has shown him that only 
about 3 per cent, or at most 4 per cent, 
of jury trials end in disagreement. Com- 
ing down to the isolated instances where 
one man hangs a jury by holding out 
against the other eleven, Mr. Choate claims 
that these are only 1 per cent of the total, 


and even in some of these cases the man 


who holds out is the only one who is right. 


‘Certainly these facts afford small ground 


for abolishing a safeguard which has 
worked well, as a rule, in the ere 
of our legislation. 

In regard to the formidable charge that 


trial by jury is to blame for a large share 


of the law’s delay, Mr. Choate denies it 
absolutely. The facts béar him out when 


he says there is nothing so short, sharp, 


and decisive in the whole realm of litiga- 
tion as the ordinary jury trial. The law's 
delays are usually found in some other part 
of the judicial machinery. The long wait- 
ing for a jury case, which ofteh amounts 
to a denial of justice, is largely due to over- 
crowded dockets and a neglect to provide 
enough jury terms. The long waiting to 
get a hearing on an appeal is not due 
to any fault of the jury system, though it 


is due to faults in other places that ought 


to be mended. 
Mr. Choate has also demolished the pet 


objection that the jury system allows too 
much power to the trial Judge. On this 
point he adopts Lord Bacon’s charge to a 
certain Judge: “ Be a light to jurors to 
open their eyes and not a guide to lead 
them by their noses,” Jurors must have 


some one to collate the evidence and bring 


out its salient points. The presiding Judge 


is the man who must do ft, for he is the 
keystone of the arch in the jury trial, the 
umpire between advocates and jurymen. 
He must be permitted to have control from’ 
beginning to end and to be a light to 
the jurors’ eyes. If any Judge goes be- 
yond his proper limits in this respect the 
fault lies with the members of the bar 
themselves, who have or can have if they 
choose great influence in the judiciary nom- 
inating conventions. If these delegates let 
party interests bias them into nominating 
a bad Judge, the fault should not be at- 
tributed to the jury system. 

The trial by jury has its defects, but 
they are infinitesimal compared with those 
of such a system as permits of a Dreyfus 
case and a Zola trial. Asa whole, it is the 
most perfect medium of justice yet devised . 
by man,

The story which Tun Tripunk’s special

The most 
painful results of the war appear to be mani-

single tropical country whose inhabitants 
were fitted to carry out a democratic gov- 
ernment or become citizens of a republic.” 
Passing over the question of Mr. Schurz's 
right to discredit in this wholesale manner 
the efforts which the people of Venezuela, 
Colombia, Brazil, and other States in the 
tropical regions of South America are mak- 
ing to establish and maintain governments 
that are republican in form, it might be 
pertinent to inquire if, in his estimation, 
residence in a temperate zone necessarily 
and invariably qualifies a people for the 
enjoyment of republican freedom; and, if 
so, how does he account for the fact that 
the most autocratic government in Europe 
(if not in the known world) is in the temper- 
ate zone—towit: Russia? Even in Germany— 
occupied by one of the most intelligent and 
(in some respects) one of the most progres- 
sive nations of the world, and situated in the 
temperate zone—autocracy is largely dom- 
inant in governmental affairs. The question 
is not whether the populationg of Brazil, 
Venezuela, Colombia, — America, and 
Mexico have attained the highest degree of 
success in their efforts toorganize and main- 
tain republican governments, but whether 
by these efforts they have improved their 
condition as compared with what it was. 
under Spanish or other monarchical rule, and 
are they giving evidence of higher advance- 
ment? If Mr. Schurz’s logic is sound, the

It is asserted also that Spain will ask at 
Paris for special commercial advantages 
in Cuba and Porto Rico in return for 
“special favors” to American imports in 
the Philippines. This is an impudent as- 
sumption that Spain is going to have the 
Philippines and hence will be in a posi- 
tion to grant “favors.” Pven if the ar- 
ticles of capitulation signed at Manila did 
not cover all the Philippines, the United 
States is the party to determine to whom 
those islands shall belong eventually. The 
Spaniards must learn to be more modest. 
They should remember that the conqueror 
and not the conquered dictates terms. Span- 
ish trade will get no special advantages 
in the West India islands. Nor will it 
get any in the Philippines, which the United 
States will keep for itself if the wishes of 
the people are not disregarded. 


DON’T GIVE UP THE PHILIPPINES. 

The capture of Kaskaskia and Vincennes 
by the brave frontiersmen led by George 
Rogers Clark gave the Americans a right 
to contend that they had gained possession 
of the territory north of the Ohio, between 
the Mississippi and the Alleghanies. When 
Franklin and his colleagues met the Brit- 
ish peace commissioner at Paris the latter 
asked that the Northwest Territory be given 
back to Great Britain. The American com- 
missioners announced that their country 
meant to keep it, and it was kept. 

Supposing Franklin and his colleagues 
had yielded weakly to the demand for the 
surrender of territory which the valor of 
the Virginia and Kentucky backwoodsmen 
had won. Then the thirteen colonies, 
cooped up north of the Ohio, between the 
Alleghanies and the Atlantic, would have 
had no adequate room for expansion. There 
would have been few free States and many 
slave States. The entire destiny of the 
country would have been changed. This 
would have been a small, slave-holding re- 
public, instead of a great republic of free- 
men. 

American peace commissioners are to go 
to Paris once more. They will be asked by 
Spain to forget Dewey’s victories~ at 
Manila, bloodless for him, but all the more 
glorious. They will be asked to overlook 
the trifling fact that the Philippines are 
in the possession of the United States, as 
the Northwest Territory was in 1788, and. 
to let Spain have the Philippines eo that it 
may have a chance to pay off old and new 
scores against the insurgents. 

The Spanish commissioners may say that 
the surrender of the Philippines will be a 

“magnanimous” act on the part of the 
United States. Nations reap as they sow. 
When has Spain ever practiced magnanim- | 
ity? How can it expect other nations to 
display towards it a virtue ft has never 
displayed towards them? To give the 
Philippines to Spain would be to devote tlie 
insurgents to death, to drench the Philip- 
pines with blood, to destroy their trade 
and commerce, and to extinguish what 
civilization exists there. Would that be 
„ magnanimity ? It so itis what would be 
called by that name in the infernal regions. 

Duty bids the United States keep the 
Philippines. They should be kept that 
their inhabitants may be assured good 
government and be enabled to make 
material and intellectual progress. The 
gallant sailors and soldiers who have won 
laurels at Manila must not be insulted 
by the abandonment of the archipelago they 
won as if it were of no value. The vast 
commercial advantages which the owner- 
ship of the Philippines will give the United 
States must not be thrown away. Re- 
gard for national honor, dignity, and pros. 
perity forbid it. 

As the Northwest Territory was kept 
and thus saved from being a hunting ground 
for savages, 80 should the Philippines be 
kept and saved from anarchy and.a re- 
lapse into barbarism. The American flag 
must float over all the Philippines, not 
over some petty coaling station in one of 
the islands. The commissioners who are to 
go to Paris should receive such instruc- 


tions and obey them.

He favors the acquisition 
of Porto Rico, partly because the moral pur- 
pose of the war demands it, but chiefly 
because it commands the gateway of the 
Caribbean. He favors the acquisition of 
Hawaii because it commands the Pacific 
and our western coast, and because it is a 
commercial stepping-stone for our commerce 
across the Pacific.

It inflates the lungs with pure gir, 
strengthens the muscles, reduces excessive 
fat, brings a man into good social surround- 
ings, expands his ideas, and tends to broaden 
his horizon. It is a game of good associa- 
tions, not being cheap enough to attract 
an undesirable element; it costs me $50 or 
$60 a year to buy golf balls and clubs and 
pay club dues. Of course a man who has 
passed the ‘meridian of life cannot expect 
to become as expert a player as a younger 
man, but he can do all that is necessary for 
his lete enjoyment and good health 
both in ind and body. The wielding of the 
putter (it rhymes with butter) is good for 
the chest and lungs as well as the muscles 
of the arms and back, while the walk over 
the course gives several miles of pedestrian- 
ism without the monotony that comes of 
walking merely for the sake of that form of 
exercise.

sons. Impossible,“ one would say, 
a romancer’s whim,” and you think 
perhaps of Mrs. Fitz Gerald and Nell 
Gwyn, or of the false Waldemar,“ of the 
Russian pretenders who posed as Peter the 
Great's children, and similar disturbing ele- 
ments of history. But there are no secret, 
left-handed, or morganatic marriages. no 
Scandals, there was no exchange of babes, 
nd diliydallying with birth registers, no aw- 
ful mystery whatever in the shadow of the 
throne, ne wondrously fair mistress cried 
out her beautiful eyes behind convent walls, 
no stern majesty condemned young life to 
die that the principle of legitimacy might 
live. It's all so simple, so prosaic, the au- 
thor, of Rupert of Hentzau” wouldn't 
touch the material, while a publisher of law- 

yers’ handbooks might revel in it. 

The American womani who stands between 
Crown Prince William of Prussia and the 
throne, and who, at the same time, blocks 
to his five brothers the road to succession, 
died fifty yéarsago last April. She was born 
July 9, 1822, in Philadelphia, and her maiden 
name was Mathilde Halbach-Bohlen. At 
the age of 21 she married in Mannheim, 
Baden, Count Leopold von Wartensleben, an 
ex-Lieutenant’ of the Prussian army, and 
aspirant for a petty judicial office. 

There was never any question about the 
legality of this marriagé. There could not 
be; for, unlike other German Counts who 
married Americans—Pappenheim, for in- 
gtance—the Wartensleben had no place in 
the first or second section of the Almanach 
de Gotha, the register of actual and ex-sov- 
ereigns or semi-sovereigns. In 1844 
Countess Mathilde presented her husband 
with a daughter, Caroline; she departed this 
Ute on April 18, 1848, while taking thé waters 
at Baden-Baden. ‘ 

Mathilde Halbach-Bohlen, from Philadel- 
phia, having attained the rank of a Countess 
by marriage, her daughter Caroline became 
a Countess also, and married, in the course 
of time (on Sept. 16, 1869), Ernst, Count and 
Noble Seigneur of Lippe-Biesterfeld, a gen- 
tleman who by right of birth might aspire 
to the hand of any royal or imperial Prin- 
cess, and who ranks several points higher 
than his cousin, Adolph of Lippe, the Kaf- 
ser’s brother-in-law. 


Origin ot All the Trouble. 
, And there is the rub. Some months ago 
Adolph lost his job as Regent of the princi- 
pality of Lippe Detmold, Count Ernst suc- 
ceeding him and thereby coming into the 
enjoyment of the dignity and salary, the 
salary (or civil list) exceeding that of the

annum. In other words, Count Ernst gets 
25 per cent more salary for ruling 130,000

A devoted trolley rider 
who frequently takes this trip gives it as his 
opinion that the little scene herein men- 
tioned has been photographed so often by 
the camera enthusiasts of Chicago that the 
wonder is that the down-trodden grass of the 
prairie is not even more scanty than at pres- 


ent. 
Into a Jungle of Weeds. 


Another half mile along Histon avenue 
and the wayside weeds force themselves 
upon the attention of the trolley rider, They 
are almost as high as the lamp posts here 
and thick as the mud in the Chicago River. 
But these same weeds, resembling the rank 
and luxuriant growths of African, Indian, 
and South American jungles more than 
‘anything else, present a fair sight to the 
passer-by when the low gleams of 
sunshine pierce through them. Let the 
evening breeze ruffie them lightly at the 
same moment and you have a sea of waving, 
tossing meadow grass, five feet or more in 
height and of an indescribable color-glory. 
The Elston avenue weed patch is a mor- 
sel of the delicious and unexpected beauty 
frequently manifesting itself in Chicago, 
and it must be seen to be properly appre- 
clated. Where Histon avenue is crossed by 
Roscoe street the growth is perhaps high- 
est and most luxuriant. * 

From the terminus of the Elston avenue 
line, way out near Irving Park, ride back 
to Belmont avenue and take a transfer 
across to the Bowmanville cars if you wish 
for more unique and delightful bits of way- 
side loveliness. Bowmanville, when reached, 
is a quaint little hamiet, all the inhabitants 
of which appear to be kindly philosophers, 
and many are the odd and unusual! features 
of the surrounding landscape as visible from 
the trolley cars. At the end of the line, 
scarcely a block to the west, flows the North 
Branch of the Chicago River; a gentle and 
sluggish stream at this season of the year 
and beautiful as well. The fields which bor- 
der its course are golden with wild mustard 
plant, blue with the pretty blossom of the 
wild onion, and green with waving ferns. 
The German and Bohemian farmers who 
till these flelds are people who evidently 
believe in the dignity of labor. The trolley 
party which one evening last week halted 
at the end of the Bowmanville line saw a 
couple of busy workers, a man and a woman,

Some South Side Sights. 
But it is upon the South Side of Chicago, 
perhaps, that the most unusual and uniqpe 
troiley sights are exhibited to the interested 
trolley rider. South Halsted street, for ex- 
ample, presents an almost endless variety 
of peculiar and unexpected fragments of 
human life and living. From Seventy-first 
to Seventy-fifth streets may often be seen 
cows tied by the grassy edges of the cross 
streets, as peacefully enjoying a succulent 
meal as though their feeding grounde were 
away from town dwellings and trolley cars 


alike, and all along the line the wayside 


spectacles grow more distinctive and char- 
acteristic, vine-covered cottages and trel- 
Used door yaris alternating with stores and 
saloons, churches and cattle, in a confusion 
and profusion possible only to this Chicago 
thoroughfaie. At the intersection of Hal- 
sted with Seventy-ninth, the corner 
at which the trolley riders pass from the 
domain of the trolley to that of the storage 
battery cars, which take them all the way 
out to Morgan Park and Blue Island, is a 
“restyouraunt,” to make use of the 
phraseology painted upon its sloping roof- 
sides, which is fairly covered with signe and 
advertisements. A pretty ilttle dwelling 
place originally, it is known to the wheelmen 
and trolley lovers who pass it by as the 
inn,” and real weader tm 
way. 
Diagonally across the street, a rural 
roadway now, from the restyouraunt 18 
a horseshoer’s shop, which might belong to 
a down-east novel, so quaint and primitive 
looking it is. Farther up on the other side 
of the road, dropped down, as if from the 
skies, in the midst of thriving farm land 
and fields of rustling corn, is a real German 
peasant cottage. The tiny house, connected 
with the yet more tiny outhouse or kitchen 
by a grape vine covered trellis or arbor, has 
a long shed, sheltering a number of horses, 
placed directly against it in the rear. Back 
of this shed is another, and still another, 
with yet more low and quaint-looking out- 
buildings attached, until the entire place 
attains a really phenomenal length. The 
country peddier’s wagon, bearing No- 
tions of all sorts, which are to be er- 
changed with the Haleted street farmers 
for green goods and vegetables, and with 
boldly lettered legends to this effect painted 
upon its slatty sides, is another bit of rural 
furniture often seen in this neighborhood. 
It is patronized equally by the denizens of 
the neat little white-painted cottages clus- 
tering together here and there and. by the 
— dwellers of the more open lo- 
calities. 


A solitary saloon, the windows of which 
are so covered with free lunch signs as to 
render the place a real curiosity, is visible 
far out on the Morgan Park line. “ Beware 
of the dogs!” staring the passerby in the 
face from the lovely gardens of a handsome 
residence near by forms a striking contrast 
to the artistic decorations of the lonely- 
looking saloon. 

The terminus of the West Pullman trolley 
line offers to its riders the prettiest willow- 
shaded country road in Chicago. At the 
foot of this road lies Wildwood, rich with 
trees and foliage, and half a block farther 
on is the bed of the lovely Calumet River. 
All the neighborhoods adjacent to the South 
Chicago trolley lines are prolific in quaint 
surprises.

CURTIS AT BROOK FARM, 


Early Years of His Life 
Were Spent. 


TWO OF HARPER'S NEW BOOKS

Thackeray on Tennyson. 


Again; writing to fhe Procters, he says, 
this time in another vein: “ Alfred Tenny- 
son, if he can’t make you like him, will make 
you admire him—heée seems to have the cachet 
of a great man; his conversation ts often de- 
lightful, I think, full of breadth, manliness, 
and good humor; he reads all sorts of good 
things, swallows them, and digests them 
like a great poetical boa constrictor as he 18. 
Now I hope, Mrs. Procter, you will recollect 
that if your humble servant sneers at Small 
geniuses,*he has, on the contrary, a huge 
respect for big ones. Perhaps it is Alfred 
Tennyson’s great, big, yellow face and 
growling voice that have made ap impres- 
sion on me; manliness and simplicity of man- 
ner go a great way with me, I fancy.” And 
it was Thackeray's manliness and great sim- 
plicity of manner that,have endeared him to 
all who know him, either through his works 
or through these recollections of his daugh- 
ter. 

All the time he was traveling through the 
Orient taking notes for his book, “ From 
Cornhill te Cairo,” he was writing for 
Punch and working on Barry Lindon.” 
A great portion of the former book was 
written in letters to his mother at Chaud- 
fontaine, and his daughter well remembers 
sitting out in the shade of the court and 
hearing them read aloud. There is no one 
who holds just the place in our hearts that 
is held by Thackeray. I think that much of 
our affection for him is due to the fact that 
we know what a hard struggle he had not 
only for recognition but against severe do- 
mestic troubles. And he was so brave about 
it all. Once in a while, as in a letter to Mrs. 
Procter or some other intimate friend, he 
would make moan, but I have never yet 
known him to whine. 

A good deal of the affection that T speak of 
as feeling for Thackeray I feel for the late 
George William Curtis, and perhaps for the 
reason that his Easy Chair papers had an air 
of Thackeray about them. Then Mr. Curtis 
made a noble fight against debt and wiped 
out an account which he was not really 
called upon to pay, but which he felt had 
been incurred more or less on his account, 
and that he was therefore accountable. 


Curtis’ Life at Brook Farm. 


In the same parcel that brings me the 
new volume of Thackeray I find the Early 
Letters of George William Curtis to John 
S. Dwight,“ edited by George Willis Cooke. 
Curtis spent two years at Brook Farm, two 
important years in his life, for he wasata 
most impressionable age. Mr. Cooke quotes 
from Mrs. Georgiana Kirby's“ Years of Ex- 
perience ’’ about some of the less intellectual 
pursuits at Brook Farm. I can see the

then discovered that it was impossible to 
hold the river bank, and it was decided to 
retreat, to build a new levee two squares or 
blocks back of the old one, abandoning the 
property outside of this new line, which con- 
talned some 100 or 120 houses, with a popu- 
lation of perhaps 600 to 800. A great mis- 
take was then made in the interest of these 
property-owners, which. has severely 
plicated the situation, since under the laws 
of Louisiena either the State nor city is 
rty-holders for property 
y ¢eving of the river bank. 
It so happened that the Carrollton proper- 
ty-qwners. who. were thug threatened were 
old. poér, mestiy German, and among ihe 
original settlers of the town, for 


com- 


was originally separate from New Orleans 
and the seat of justice of Jefferson Parish. 
It was resolved, therefore, while the City 
of New Orleans and the Orleans Levee board 
were in no wise legally responsible for these 
losses, to compensate the property-owners, 
rather as an act of charity. And this gen- 
erosity was agreed on, especially in view of 
the fact that the Levee board had 4 hand- 
some surplus in its treasury. 


Precedent Now Causes Trouble. 


This precedent has had a most injurious 
effect. The question today before the city is 
exactly similar to that at Carrollton! The 
river is threatening to carry away a part of 
the Third District. What ought to be done, 
until some way is found of checking these 
cavings, is to retreat before the Mississippi— 
to bulld the levees several squares back—and 
surrender the endangered property to the 
inevitable. This is what would have been 
done a dozen years ago; but with the Car- 
rollton precedent, if New Orleans abandons 
this property to the waves, it will have to 
pay the property-owners for it; and the 
Levee board has got no overflowing treasury 
now, as it had when the Carrollton episode 
occurred. It was cleaned out and left heav- 
ily in debt for the flood of 1897, when, to get 
the money needed to maintain the levees, It 
had to mortgage the revenues for several 
years ahead. . 

The Legistature also, at its last session, 
passed a law making the city responsible 
for land lost by caving, so that there fs no 
escaping from this responsibility. As a 
consequence of this, one set of engineers re- 
fuses to retreat before the river and wants 
to hold the present line of defense at all 
cost and hazard. Another set insists that 
this will not only be extravagant and waste- 
ful, but dangerous in the end, rendering an 
overflow of the district possible. There is 
still a third set who propose to change the 
course of the river by deflecting wing dams, 
or rather dikes, built out into the river so 
as to throw the current and channel on the 
other side and stop the work of washing 


away the bank. 


Scene of Former Losses. 


The third section, Algiers, where the bank 
is washing away, has suffered a great deal. 
This town (it is the Fifteenth Ward of Now 
Orleans, but independent of it in many 
things) is built on Algiers Point, which is 
being rapidly washed away. The New Or- 
leans and Fort Jackson railroad, which has 
its terminus here, has twice lost its depot by 
caving banks; so has the ferry company, 
while the Texas and Pacific has lost a part 
of its warehouses, etc. This washing away 
of Algiers Point was used as an argument 
by some against the establishment of a dry 
dock here by the United States, but without 
effect, as the dock is in a section where there 


is no washing or caving. . 
New Orleans has long since ceased to be a 


crescent, and, as is well known, is now in 
shape like an 8. The upper and lower parts 
of the 8 are being washed away, while the 
center is being added to. This has been 
going on for the entire two centuries since 
the city was built, until now the original 
river street is a long distance from the 
water, at one point nearly half a mile. The 
made ground, known as batteries, is val- 
unable, and has been the subject of almost 
endless litigation. 

The part of New Orleans now chiefly af- 
fected by caving banks is the Third District, 
the extreme lower or south section of 
the city. The river has bee threatening 
there for years, and more than once the 
wharves have been thrown out of line, look- 
ing as though an earthquake had passed by. 
The street is directly on the river, with no 
margin or battery, with nothing between it 
but a narrow levee, held in position by 
planks, stakes, and piling. The best engt 
neers have declared it dangerous for years, 
and it must go sooner or later, But the peo- 
ple living there or owning property there 


did not want te leave. 


Street Sliding into the River. 

A few days ago the threatened crack came 
in the —— behind the levee, and now the 
levee and a past of the street are slowly 
sliding into the Missigsippt from France 
to Bartholomew street. Can this land and 
these houses be saved; and if so, how? 

The part immediately affected is several 
squares or blocks long, but all that section is 
similarly situated, and will be in similar dan- 
ger unless some way can be found to arrest 
the caving ot the bank. The city is well built 
up here. There are many residences imme- 
diately on the river front and only fifty 
or sixty feet from the flood, and a number 
of important factories—the Jackson saw- 
mill, Pelican brewery, ice factory, Dunbar's 
canning factory, and others—while the St. 
Mary’s Orphan Asylum is threatened, and 
the New Orleans City railroad will have 
to remove its track from the doomed street. 
It is natural that all of these interests and 
all the other property-holders whose prop- 
erty threatened should be in favor of 
holding the present levee line, instead of 
retreating before the Mississippi. 

Unfortunately most of the engineers are 
against them. The City Engineer believes 
that it is impossible to stop or prevent the 
] caving and that it would be a waste of mon- 

ey to attempt it. So, also, does the engi- 
neer of the Orleans Levee board, which has 
control of.the work. Both want to retreat. 
But the Orleans Levee board, instead of 
accepting the advice of its engineers, has 
gone outside and secured the services of 

H. Brown, late City Engineer, who has 
plan by which he thinks that further 
caving can be prevented. 


Proposes Using Long Piles. 

Mr. Brown is dead against the plan of the 
Mississippi River commission, which is that 
favored by the other engineers for bank pro- 
tection—the use of willow mattresses, He 
proposes to do the work of driving off the 
river by piling; instead of retrogression, in- 
stead of retreating before the Mississippi, 
he would advance on it. Piles are cheap, 
and he would extend them out into the river. 
He would drive a line of piles—ninety? feet 
long if necessary—immediately in front of 
the levee, so as to equalize the current and 
prevent the washing away of the soil. These 
piles are to be gradually pushed forward 
into the river until there is an unbroken 
| front, and the water will then flow directly, 
instead of forcing itself into angles and 
curves. It will be expensive, all this piling, 
but then not nearly as expensive as to sur- 
render to the river all the valuable property 
endangered. 

The other engineers declare that this plan 
will not work; that it has been tried before 
and has always failed. The current of the 
river will dig down and wash out the piles. 
They will fall into the river and with them 
will go the levee itself. The consequence 
will be that the Third District will find itseif 
some day during a period of high water en- 
tlrely without levee and at the mercy ofthe 
river. The State engineers have been a 

aled to and asked to prevent work of this 

nd, which means only disaster, but they 
have declined to interfere, ‘‘ Our business 
is only to look after the levees,” they say. 

This ig a matter of bank protection, and 
not within our province.” 


Spur Dikes Another Plan. 


Still another plan of relief is the Sewall 
plan of buhding spur dikes into the river, so 
as to divert the current and prevent any 
washing of the bank; but this proposition’ 
has met with little support. 

The battle is still raging, and it is by no 
means certain what plan will finally be 
adopted—that of retreat or advance, The 
question one involving thousands of dol- 
lars in this immediate case and millions of 
dollars in the future, because the caving of 
the banks is going steadily on year after 
year from Cairo to the gulf. If any en- 
gineer can suggest a prattical plan of bank 
protection it will be a fortune to him, and 
will save the federal government,.as well as 
the States, hundred of thousands of dollars. 
It is perhaps because Mr. Brown has sug- 
gested a plan, although pronounced imprac- 
ticable and #mpossible by all the enginee 
that his plan has been accepted by the Or 
leans Levee Board for the pfatestion of tie 
lower part of New Orleajjs, amd Wii be tried 
unless some legal means is found to prevent 
it.

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SIDE ARMS LITTLE USED. 


SEW ARMY OFFICERS EMPLOY THEIR 
REVOLVERS OR SWORDS. 


Battles Before Santiago Show How Lit- 
the Figure Those Weapons or Bay- 
onets Cat in the Result — Colonel 
Roosevelt Alone Can Show Tangible 
Results—Moral Effect of Cold Steel— 
Commanders Have No Time to Shoot 
—Merits of the Riffes. 


ANTIAGO DE CUBA, July 23.—Col- 
onel Theodore Roosevelt killed a 
Spaniard with his revolver in the 
cha near the San Juan Hill on July 
1. This is apparently the only case in 
which that weapon gas used with effect by 
either side in the Mole campaign, says the 
New York Tribune. Nearly all the officers 
in both armies, or, rather, three armies, to 

include the Cubans, carried swords or 
machetes, yet there does not seem to have 
been a single wound inflicted with one of 
these. Thirdly, all the infantry carried 
bayonets, but it is believed that not a hurt 
made with one of these was dressed in any 
hospital, American or Spanish. These th-ee 
arms weré carried by the thousand; they 
cost a great deal of money; with the ammu- 
nition of the revolver they involved the trans- 
portation of tens of thousands of pounds of 
weight, and nowadays, especially in a trop- 
ioal region, the great object is to burden the 
soldier with as little baggage as possible. 
The question asks itself: Why are they 


borne? 
No Ame to Shoot. 


As for the revoiver, there are not lacking 
officers Who think that, on the whole, it is 
almost as much of an incumbrance asa 
use. It is well enough ina military post, and 
carries a certain weight of authority, just 
as the sword does. In the fighting around 
Santiago, officers were conspicuous leading 
their men in charges. But, as one of them 
expressed it, if a commissioned soldier had 
time to fire a weapon, he was neglecting his 
duty of observing and commanding his men. 
In the thrilling charge up the hill on the 
rifle pits and stone fort ef El Caney the 
enemy's fire, except from the hills beyond, 
slackened when the final dash was begun. 
The execution of the American weapons was 
so awful that the Spaniards feared to show 
even enough of their bodies to fire. When 
me storming party reached the trenches 
and the fort the enemy surrendered. 

An officer, therefore, found his revolver of 
little service, even if the difficult task of 
keeping his men together did not require all 
his attention. His functions are well defined 
and well understood. Military tacticians 
have figured the need of a certain part of an 
army to direct the rest. They are more 
useful in this @apacity than they would be 
handling guns. 


Useful on Desérters. 

Some men in authority think that the car- 
rying of the small arm is justified for one 
reason, the possibility of having to use it 
on your own soldiers. One deserter,a volun- 
teer, was shot in this campaign, but the 
American soldier otherwise showed no in- 
clination to shirk danger. . 

Still, in studying the problems of war, it 
must be taken into consideration that men 
sometimes refuse to advance, or actually re- 
treat, in spite of all commands. In a crisis 
N may be necessary to kill one or two to 
brace up the rest. Here is where the revoly- 
er would be invaluable. On the Almirante 
Oquendo, just before it was sunk, outside of 
Santiago harbor, the sailors were so terror- 
stricken that they refused to stand by the 
guns. The officers shot some of them, but 
the demoraHzat ion was too complete, and the 
lives were needlessly sacrificed. In such a 
final moment, however, some weapon is 
necessary to enforce authority. 0 ; 


‘ Few Carry a Sword. 

As for swords, they have tewestulefenders. 
Some officers left theirs in the United States 
and carried machetes instead, to cut their 
way through underbrush. Some did not even 
have the substitute. Others left their good 
steel on shipboard or lost itincamp. It was 
never missed much, except that it will have 
to be replaced on the return home. 

A suggestion of practical value is that a 
good pair of field glasses would admirably 
replace the side arm. The long range of the 
Krag-Jorgensen and Mauser rifles made such 
glasses almost à necessity, . 

And the bayonet. In actual conflict it, too, 
has little use under modern conditions. 
Rapid-firing magazine rifies settle the issue 
before the bayonet can be brought into play. 
Defeat is felt and acknowledged before there’ 
on to withstand an attack with bay - 

But the moral effect ot the weapon is im- 
portant, even if it is never drawn from its 
scabbard. An army known by the enemy to 


de without bayonets would be at a great dis- 


advantage. For instance, at El Caney the 
Spaniards were aware that their foemen had 
the steel ready to affix to their guns, and 
that an encounter at close quarters would 
mean the slaughter of most of them (the 
Spaniards). This conviction led them to 
ease firing earlier than they otherwise 
would have done, and to surrender when the 
Americans came up to where they were. 

In addition, the weapon has important 
uses. To the soldier it is what the hairpin 
is to a woman. The heavy swordlike blade 
serves as an intrenching tool in an emer- 
gency, a hatchet, a knife, or a can opener: 
With the butt end he grinds his coffee in his 
tin cup. He would be lost without it. 


Advantages of Spanish Rifle. 

The respective values of the Krag- 
sen and Mauser rifles were the subject o 
much discussion in the campaign, In gen- 
eral superiority seemed to be conceded to 
the Spanish arm. Its flat trajectory is about 
880 yards; its rival is set down as firing a 
line shot 800 yards, but some officers say that 
above 600 the muzzle must be slightly ele- 
vated. Tie Mauser gives a greater velocity 
to its bullets, and in penetrating pine wood 
has an advantage of ten inches. The wound 
it inflicts is more humane; conversely, it is 
less likely to stop a man whom it wounds 
from fighting on. It is loaded with a pack- 
Age magazine, so that the five cartridges 
canbe slipped in as easily as one into the 
Kr@e-Jorgensen. 

For tho American arm greater simplicity 
in mechanigm, and consequently less 
likeliho of getting out of order in 
Service fs asserted. This was an im- 
portant factor in the selection of the 
model by the government. Then it is more. 
easily handled as a single-fire gun. The 
utter uselessness, and worse, of the Spring- 


field rifle, with its smoke-producing powder, 


was demonstrated, The regulars learned to 
dread the proximity of a Springfield rifle 
worse than the smallpox. They would not 
allow ono to te fired near them, and the poor 
volunteers were a marked lot unless they 
flocked to themselves. 
Another mooted military problem on which 
the practice varied in this campaign is that 
of volley firing. Against an enemy drawn 
up in line it is, of course, superb. But nowa- 
days battles are not fought that way. A 
substitute for the volley recognized by the 
tactics is the counted cartridge fire. In this 
the order is. to shoot, say, five times, and 
then stop. This method insures greater ac- 
curacy and prevents waste of ammunition.

For many years the lower courts of Aus- 
tria, Germany, and France were engaged in 
the consideration of the claims.of a Hebrew 
dressmaker’s model, named Constance Gei- 
ger, to the title and fortune of Prince Leo- 
pold of Coburg, to whom she had been mar- 
ried at Vienna by no less a personage than 
the Cardinal Archbishop of that metropolis 
in the famous old Schoppenkirche. In defer- 
ence to the wishes of Prince Leopold's fami- 
ly she contented herself during his life with 
the title of Baroness Ruttenstetm, conferred 
upon her by the late King of Bavaria, and 
on ber husband's death, without making any 
testamentary provision either for his wife 
or for his son, all his property was seised by 
his nephew, Prince Philip of Coburg, ahd by 
the latter’s mother, Princess Clémentine, on 
the plea that Leopold’s marriage had merely 
been a morganatic one. 


Insisted Marriage Was Legal. 


Now, Leopold had always insisted during 
his lifetime that his marriage to Constance 
was not morganatic, but what the Germans 
call Ebenbuertig,’’ and that she was there- 
fore legally entitled to the style of Princess 
and to a share of his fortune. Neither he 
nor his brothers, he added, were of royal 
birth, since his mother, the heiress of the 
Hebrew banker Kohary, was, when she 
married, a mere noblewoman. It is only 
Princes belonging to the sovereign or me- 
diatized houses of Europe who are not them- 
selves the issue of morganatic alllances 
who have the right, according to German 
law, ta contract morganatic marriages. The 
unfortunate woman instigated proceedings 
for the recovery of her husband's fortune. 
But they were invariably hampered and ob- 
structed from lack of funds, and, had ft not 
been for the generosity of her American 
sister-in-law, the actress widow of King 
Ferdinand of Portugal, she would have tbr- 
minated her life as a pauper instead of in a 
relative degree of comfort.
